GOOD CHANCE FOR A MUSS. 


PROBABILITY OF A COLLISION BE- 
TWEEN THE TROORS AND INDIANS, | 


The Rosebuds, with a Large Number of 
the Pine Ridge Indians, Making for the 
‘Rad Lands—It Is Thought Gen. Brooke 
Will Send the Soldiers After Them and 
That a Fight Will Follow—A Warning 
Sent to Settlers—War Department Offi- 
cials Alarmed, 

Pine Ron AGEncy, S. D., Dec. 1.—[From The 
Tribune Special Correspondent, by Courier via 
Rushville, Neb.}—The talk about the Rosebud 
Indians coming into this agency has about ceased, 
and there is little doubt that the whole outfit has 
started for the Bad Lands to the north of the 
reservation, in the direction of the Cheyenne 


River. As near as can be ascertained at present 


they are not moving rapidly, but the scouts insist 
that at the first movement of the soldiers 


they will scatter in the rough hills and buttes of | 


the Bad Lands, and make a running fight upon 
them. They will be compelled to live upoh what 
cattle they can drive off from the cattle ranches 
that surround the Bad Land district. The dis- 
trict itself has some cattle in it, and the work of 
getting the hostiles out of the country once they 
lose themselves may be a task that will keep the 
troops busy for weeks. 

Iron Foot, one of the Rosebud Indians who suc- 
ceeded in leaving the hostile camp last night; had 
an interview with Gen. Brooke and Agent Royer 
today. He reports that the whole band 
are living off stolen cattle and taking 
in all the hodrses they can find. Ac- 
cording to Iron Foot there are 1,200 fighting men 
from Rosebud Agency in the camp, but he says 
that warriors from the Pine Ridge Agency are 
constantly joining them. Some confirmation of 
this story is furnished by the fact that fot three 
days hardly a young buck has been seen about 
the agency here. 8 

It is probable that neither a white man nor a 
half-breed has been in the Rosebud camp for at 
least a week. Most of the information that the 
latter bring in comes from the ranch of Baptiste 
Perrieu, which lies a short distance from the 
spot where they camped Saturday night. 
Baptiste has lived for years with 
the Sioux, and was at onetime a trusted scout. 
He has been able to keep the peace about his 
house by feeding the Indians liberally, and his 
place has been the source of all informa- 
tion about them. 4 couple of _half- 
breeds came in from there this -morning, 
bringing with them two or three scrub 
Indians. They held a talk with Agent Cooper 
and Mr. Royer, but while they agreed that-the In- 
dians were not coming in and that they were kill- 
ing cattle and stealing horses they were entirely 
too wily to give any information as to the inten- 


tions, motives, or plans of Short Bull, Two Strike, 


and Big Crow. : 
Warning Sent to Settlers. 
Messengers were sent from the agency last night 


to warn the settlers and ranchmen who live along 
the route that the redskins will probably take to 


prepare for the worst. As many of them as can 


will be told to drive their stock away from the 
Bad Lands,so that they may not furnish sub- 
sistence to the Indians. All the wise heads about 
the agency incline to the belief that the cavalry 
will be forced to go out after the Indians, whether 
the authorities at Washington like it or not. 
They cannot move away from their baggage-trains 
for a couple of days a least. The Seventh has no 
pack mules or equipments for packing which will 
enable them to take the field against the Indians. 

The two Pine Ridge policemen who were re- 
ported missing yesterday evening put in an ap- 
pearance late last night. They corroborated the 
earlier reports of the scoutsin regard tothe in- 
tentions of the Rosebuds. The rumors’ about 
stealing of cattle and horses from the 
reservation half-breeds were ajso fully con- 
firmed. They declared that Short Bull, 
Two Strike, and Big Crow had informed their 
peopfe at the council of Saturday night that they 
must all gotoacertain high plateau in the Bad 
Lands where powerful medicine would be made 
so that when they returned to the reservation the 
troops would all be gone. 


A Special Message from the Messiah. 


This plan was the result of a special message 
from the new Messiah to Short Bull. This copper- 


colored apostle’ proclaimed that four stars had 


come sailing down to him upon the prairie. One 


of them delivered the message, while the others re- 
turned to thesky. The last report from the Indian 
camp was that the whole party were ready to fight. 
During Sunday they had moved their camp a few 
miles further north and Were taking with them 
all the ponies they could pick up, and killing the 
cattle they found scattered about the 
locality. They are not moving fast, but 
there is no occasion for that. All the 
Pine Ridge Indians that they have encountered 
have been forced to accompauy them whether 
they wanted to go ornot. They have with them 


a good portion of Little Wound’s tribe and prob- 


ably a good number of the young men who belong 
to the ghost dancers of this agency. 

The camp about the agency here is slowly 
dwindling away, but Agent Royer thinks they 
have only gone home in order to look after their 
cabins and stock. The Indians appear from the 
last reports to be going almost due north, toward 
Cedar Springs, a point near the Bad Lands where 
there area good many cattle and a supply of 
grass and water. ö 117 

Spreading a Fresh Alarm. 

John Dwyer, the herder who has charge of the 
agency cattle to the number of about 3,000 along 
the White River, north of the agency, came in 
late this afternoon and spread a fresh alarm. He 
informed Agent Royer that he couldn't remain 
with his cattle any longer, as there was no use of 
his risking his life in an effort to save them. The 
wandering bands of Indians had begun to kill 
them yesterday and by early this morning they 


had scattered the herd in all directions. 


Some of the bands had penetrated westward 
to the vicinity of Oelrichs and were kill- 
ing cattle and scattering the herds in all 
directions. Dwyer declares that they have set fire 
tothe grass wherever they thought it sufficiently 
rank -to furnish anv fodder to the animals of a 


pursuing force. The prairies, he said, were burn- 


ing in all directions to the west of his territory 
and had been since early Saturday. 


This alarming story may be taken with some 


discount. but, as the story was accompanied by 
a positive declaration that the agent could not 
have any beef to issue to the Indians a week 
from next Wednesday, the fact that 
the Indians have brokcn up the Government herd 
and killed and driven off the greater part of the 
cattle appears to be true. Fast Thunder, an In- 
dian policeman in whom Agent Royer and Agent 
Cooper place great confidence, came in about the 
same time as Dwyer. He has been watching the 
Rosebud hostiles for a day or two and thinks they 
have spread outinsmall bands pretty well over 
the country between the White and Cheyenne 
Rivers. He was told that he must leave and left 
accordingly. The main camp of the hostiles, he 
declares, has moved off toward Grass Basin, 
in the Bad Lands, where they will wait for rein- 
forcements from among the malcontents at Pine 
Ridge, Rosebud, and Cheyenne Agencies. Fast 
Thunder was sure that there were many from the 
latter place already in the camp, as he had geen a 
great many in the partfS that he never met or 
heard of before. He wat of the opinion that they 
would attempt to burn the range in all directions 
from their rendezvous and attempt to makea 
stand at Grass Basin if a movement was made by 
the troops to dislodge them. 
Escaped with His Life. 

Judge Burns of Deadwood came in this noon 
from running the gantlet of the hostiles’ camp. 
He says he is devoutly thankful at having escaped 
with his life. There ig no doubt, he says, thet the 
Indians are prepar thoroughly for a great 
struggle. and that they have no thought of giving 
up their purpose. A member of the camp pro- 
claimed his approach when he was a long way off, 
so that when he neared the camp he found it 
bristling with preparation for an attack. The 
hostile band is made up almost exclusively 
of young men who have disregarded the advice of 
their old chiefs, taken the reins into their own 
hands, and have vowed to fight untik death. The 
ghost dance, Judge Burns said, is being carried 
on all night long, and is varied during the day 
with the old time war dance. He corroborates 
fully the previous reports as to the abundance of 
food and ammunition in the camp, and says they 
are making up a big supply of a new pattern of 
tomahawk, which is more ugly than the oid style.

ALARM AT THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


The Authorities, Think an Outbreak Near 
at Hand—More Troops Ordered Out. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Ded 1.—[Special.]—This 
has been a busy day for Generals at the War De- 
partment. Little else than the Indian business 
has been transacted. The day was spent not only 
in discussing Gen. Miles“ program for breaking up 
the threatened difficulties but in putting it into 
practical execution. The telegrams received 
hourly during the day from Gen. Brooke showed 
the necessity of prompt action. The wires have 


been kept hot all the afternson with messages to 


and from that officer and commanding officers at 
other points. The last telegram received from 
Gen. Brooke, just. before thé department closed, 
stated that some of the leaders in the ghost 
dances at the Pine Ridge Agency had been ar- 
rested by the Indian police, and as a consequence 


‘there was much excitement among the otber In- 


dians, and danger of an attack from them at any 
moment. N 
The War Department would not be surprised to 


hear of blood being shed gt any moment. The 


authorities are naturally avérse to giving out in 
advance any ef the details 6f Gen. Miles’ program 
for subduing the Indians, but generally it can be 
reliably stated that the purpose is to capture the 
ring-leaders, put them in irons, and disarm the 
rest. Orders were issued today sending additional 
troops to various points surrounding Pine Ridge, 
Rosebud, and Standing Rock Agencies. The 
Sixth Cavalry, ordered up from New Mexico a 
few days ago, and stopped en route until further 
orders at Fort Sill, Indian Territory, was ordered 
this afternoon to leave at once by rail for Fort 


‘Meade, S. D. Four compahies of cavalry were 


also ordered to leave on a special train from 
Fort Leavenworth for the same point, and 
the biggest movement of troops yet au- 
thorized was ordered late this afternoon.

DEPOSITORS IN A PANIC. 


RUN ON THE KEYSTONE NATIONAL 
BANK OF PHILADELPHIA. 


A False Rumor as to the Solvency of the 
Concern Causes a Scare—All Demands 
Met Promptly So Far—Big Slump in 
Wall Street Yesterday Caused by Money 
Stringency and London Selling—Minor 
Bank Failures—Silver Speculators Pre- 
paring fora Campaign at Washington, 


PHILADELPAIA, Pa., Dec. 1.—[Special. A great 
run was made on the Keystone National Bank to- 
day, when $275,000 was paid out and demands 
made for more, and about $197,000 deposited in 
the bank. Last Friday afternoon somebody start- 
ed the story that the Keystone Bank had refused 
to meet a large check and that the person holding 
it had been told to come around Monday. The 
facts were that the check had been drawn infor- 
mally. Saturday the story spread, and today 
when the bank opened for business there were 

00 persons in line waiting their turn. a 

The banks had anticipated n run today, and 
they drew $750,000 out of the United States Sub- 
Treasury and armed themselves. The first call 
for aid came from the Keystone, and the éther 
banks responded. ‘“ The Keystone is the heart of 
the financial body,” said a bank President to- 
night, and we cannot afford to let it go down. 
We can give it a couple of millions, which will be 
more than is needed.. 

The bank holds $400,000 of the deposits of the 
City Treasurer and it lay in the power of the 
‘Treasurer today to wreck the bank if he desired 
to save the city’s money. A consultation was held 
with Mayor Fitler and it was decided that unless 
the bank could furnish undoubted security for the 
money a demand would be made upon. it to- 
morrow. Ata late hour tonight the directors ad- 
journed. It was then stated that the counsel for the 
estate of John Lucas, the former President, would 
raise $200,000 on the bank building and pledge 
the securities of the estate to help the bank out. 
The bank will open in the morning for business, 
and it isunderstood that it has about $100,000 apon 
which to begin business. The deposits today were 
$197,000. The bank has 800,000 in bills receivable 
upon which it has raised $345,000. The bank has 
deposits of $1,100,000. The run has created a de- 
cided sensation, and no man knows what the mor- 
row will bring forth. All possible efforts will be 
made to keep the bank afloat and it is likely they 
will prove successful. Should this barék go down 
others will follow.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 1.—[{Special.}—The 
Wall street speculators are going to make pots of 
money out of the free coinage agitation this ses- 
sion. The Western farmers will not be the better 
off though the demand for silver inflation is 
claimed to come from them. The speculative 
movement is likely to be very strong because the 
syndicates of New York millionaire bankers 
which have taken the cast-off silver of Holland 
and other countries must get their money back. 
Yet the silver people are going to have trouble 
among themselves. Senator Teller, who next to 
John P. Jones is the recognized authority on the 
subject, proposes to change the ratio between 
gold and silver from 16 to 1 back to 15% to 1. 
None of the Free Coinage bills introduced in the 
House today entertain such a proposition. Messrs. 
Pickler, Bland, Bartine, and Clements all follow 
the same general line with the ratio to remain 


| at 16. : 


However, the Senate is going to dictate what- 
ever silver legislation there is, and Senator Teller 
will tomorrow introduce his bill for free coinage 
on the ratioof 15% to1. which will provide that 
instead of 412% grains troy the silver dollar shall 
contain 400 grains troy.

An investigation into the agencies Wall 
street has at work, the amount of silver carried 
by speculative syndicates, and other phases of the 
agitation might open the eyes of some of the 
Western farmers who think the free coinage prop- 
ositions are for their benefit. 


FAILURE OF THE POTTS COMPANY. 


An Assignment Made to W. 8. Waugh for 
the Benefit of Creditors, 

Detrorr, Mich., Dec. 1.— The embarrassment of 
the J. E. Potts Salt and Lumber company has 
developed into an absolute failure and an as- 
signment has been made for the benefit of cred- 
itors. The assignment is made to William 8. 
Waugh, Secretary of the company. 

David Tisdale says that the affairs of the com- 
pany are in such shape that it is impossi¥le to 
form any accurate idea of the situation. Last 
January William S. Waugh, the Secretary of the 
Potts company, who has been made the assignee, 
swore that the assets of the estate were $1,030,662 
and the liabilities or debts $393,558.

PARNELL REPUDIATED. . 

Parnell, cool, audacious, unscrupulous, and 
resourceful though he be, cannot possibly 
make head against the formidable opposition 
to his continued leadership of the Irish par- 
liamentary party. The address of the five 
Irish members of Parliament, issued from 
this city Sunday afternoon, is the severest 
blow which has been dealt him so farin the 
controversy. The men who signed the docu- 
ment are recognized as the ablest, the most 
self-sacrificing, and the purest men of Ireland. 
They have contributed more than all the 
other Irish members to Mr. Parnell’s success- 
fulleadership. They have been the life and 
soul of the home-rule movement. They 
were selected for the American mission be- 


cause they enjoyed the confidence of. the Irish 


people at home and abroad. Their utterances 
have been received with the profoundest re- 
spect in Ireland. Their manifesto'settles the 
fate of Mr. Parnell as a leader, and his pas- 
sionate appeals to his fellow-members at home 
will not save him nor better his cause. 

The manifesto of the Irish members 
in. America is a calm, well-balanced 
document, penned in @ sorrow, not 
in anger. It presents the case 
against Mr. Parnell cogently and yet temper- 
ately. The five members declare that Mr. 
Parnell’s so-called manitesto is his worst of- 
fense. It cuts us off, they say, from the 
last hopes to which we cling.“ They resent 
his appeal over their heads, and intimate that 
he was not loyal in his relations with them. 
They dissociate themselves from Parnell’s 
treacherous attack on Ireland’s best English 
friends, Morley and Gladstone. They insist on 
maintaining cordial relations with the English 
Liberal masses and their representative men, 
and scoff at Mr. Parnell’s silly pretense that 
the English Liberals are intriguing against 
him and the integrity of the Irish party. 
Above ali they accept the assertions of Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Morley as truthful and re- 
fuse to believe, as they have abundant reason 
to refuse, the half truths and whole falsehoods 
of Mr. Parnell’s address. 

That the manifesto from Chicago will have 
powerful influence in Ireland is certain.“ It 
lights the way which the people will follow. 
Archbishop Croke and Archbishop Walsh, the 
two most powerful prelates of the Irish Church 
in this generation, have since this declaration 
ranged thémselves definitely against Parnell 
and with Gladstone. The Irish priests will 
follow their lead. The. Irish masses will 
fall into line with them. Mr. Parnell’s fol- 
lowing will dwindle day by day. He 
will probably retain his seat in Parliament 
and the leadership of the parasite faction of 
stipendiary members, because it appears he 
controls the parliamentary funds, But the 
able and independent members who now sup- 
port him, like Maj. Nolan, Richard Power, 
Rechefort Maguire, will quit him . 4s 
soon as. they learn about his inevit- 
able intrigues with the Tories. Already 
Mr. Swift MacNeill, who was at 
disposed to stand by Mr. Parnell, has taken 
sides with Dillon, O’Brien, and Healy in this 
affair. Other conversions will follow. 
Parnell faction at the end of a week will not 
number a dozen. The Irish party will be well 
rid of the lot at the next general election. 

The disinterested and honest leaders of the 
Irish party will maintain the cordial 
alliance with Mr. Gladstone, Mr. Morley, 
and the honest Liberals until the home- 
rule question is settled. Mr. Parnell's in- 
trigues with the Tories may win some petty 
concessions for the Irish. Those concessions 
will but strengthen thé position of the party 
which will acknowledge the leadership of men 
Uke Dillon, O’Brien, and Healy, and which

| unpleasantness is tided over the honest and 


capable Irish representatives will stand better 
than ever in the estimation of the English 
Liberal masses. 

The meeting of the Irish parliamentary 
party yesterday adjourned without action. 
Mr. Parnell made a pitiable plea to be re- 
tained in the leadership. Final action will be 
taken today. Mr. Parnell may be retained in 
the membership of the party if he abates his 
claims and submits to discipline; but, after 
his treachery to the English Liberals who 
have trusted in him, he is impossible as a 
leader. There is a faction of the Irish people 
who seem to have forgotten the gospel of 
their. greatest poet, that:

This faction is in a minority. The virtue 
and the sound sense of the Irish peasant 
masses will assert themselves.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

Apart from the tariff, reciprocity, and finan- 
cial sections, which are discussed elsewhere, 
the President's message is a long and routine 
document, though some of the recommenda- 
tions are made with more than his customary 
vigor. Those portions of it which pertain to 
foreign affairs are of more than usual inter- 
est, and show that the Secretary of State has 
had a busy year. Three important confer- 
ences, the Pan-American, the International 
Marine, and the Brussels (the latter for the 
suppression of the African slave trade), have 
been held with satisfactory. results. The Gov- 
ernment has intervened with success in the 
San Salvador affair, and Mizner’s act in sur- 
rendering Gen. Barrundia has been disavowed 
and Mizner himself recalled. No settlement 
has been reached in the Behring Sea conten- 
tion. The proposition. for arbitration sub- 
mitted by the English Government has not been 
accepted, on the ground that “it was not 
thought calculated to assure satisfactory con- 
clusions to either party.“ The question, 
therefore, remains open, but meanwhile the 
seals themselves are settling if, as their num- 
bers are diminishing so fast that both coun- 
tries will be compelled to abandon the fish- 
eries or consent to the extermination of the 
animals by the Canadian seal butchers. A 
significant paragraph devoted to Mexico em-

The revenues of the Gov- 
ernment from res for the fiseal year 
ending with las re 2936 per cent in 
excess of the expendi.. tes, the difference be- 
ing $105,344,500. The Treasury receipts for 
the current fiscal year are estimated to be 
$406,000,000, and the expenditures $354,000,000, 
leaving asurplus of $52,000,000. This, with 
the estimated receipts for 1891-92, will give 
about $67,150,000 as the sum available for the

The volume of money in circulation has 
been incre by keeping down the Treasury 
surplus to the lowest practicable limit. The 
increase durifg the last nincteen months has 
been $93,866,913, or about $1.50 per capita, of 
which only $7,100,000 was due to the recent 
silver legislation. This substantial and needed 
aid given to commerce has resulted in an 
enormous reduction of the public debt. Since 
March 4 of last year 4 and 4 per cent bonds 
to the amount of $211,832,450 have been 
purchased and redeemed at a cost of $248,620,- 
741, resulting in a reduction of the annual 
interest charge by $8,967,609, and a total sav- 
ing of $51,576,708 in interest. The receipts 
from internal revenue during the last 
fiscal year increased nearly $12,000,000, while 
the cost of collecting was materially less, and 
the percentage of cost for collection was less 
than ever before. The Customs Administra 
tion Board, provided for by the act of last 
June, has been selected with great care and 
with intent to carry out the chief aim of the 
law, which is to secure honest valuation of all 
dutiable merchandise and to make those valu- 
ations uniform at all our ports of entry. The 
system of undervaluation long in use by cer- 
tain classes of importers has not only resulted 
in a great loss of revenue but in a most intol- 
erable discrimination against honesty. This

THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL’S DERPART. 
MENT 


The Postmaster-General has had to bear 
the brunt of continual ill- natured criticism, 
most of it of a personal character, from the 
opposition press during the last year. His 
annual report, however, will challenge criti- 
cism of anysort. It shows that the great 
business department over which he presides 
has been conducted on sound principles and 
with that strict regard to economy, efficiency, 
and progressive business methods which have 
made Mr. Wanamaker so successful as a mer- 
chant. It may be in order for the opposition 
papers to cavil at his Philadelphia establish- 
ment and jeer at his Sunday-school, but when 
it comes to Uncle Sam’s mailing business the 
most. prejudiced of them will have to confess 
that he has made a conspicuous success. The 
year’s record shows a saving of over $200,000 
on the postal-card contract; of $400,000 on the 
stamped-envelope confract; and of $200,000 
on mail-route contracts, though the routes 
have been extended over almost 2,000,000 
miles of railway, steamboat, and stage lines.

THE PRESIDENT ON THE TARIFF. 
While President Harrison is fami with 
the results of the November e and 
knows what the new Tariff law has t the 
Republican party it was not to be expected 
that he would call upon Congress to repeal it. 
It is for the Republican Congressmen who 
represent their party—while the President 
represents all parties—toundo the work which 
resulted so disastrously for them. Nor is it 
to be expected that the President would con- 
demn in December the bill which he signed in 
September. While aware of the fact that it 
has met with public disapproval he prefers to 
wait and see how it will work before he says 
that he is not satisfied with it. It is his pres- 
ent belief that the legislation of the last ses- 
sion will result in the quickening and en- 
larging of our manufacturing industries, 
larger and better markets for our breadstuffs

The President says: 

The general Tariff act has only partially gone 
into operation, some ofits important provisions 
being limited to take effect at dates yet in the 
future. 
been in force less than sixty days. Its permanent 
effect upon trade and prices still largely stands in 
conjecture. There is neither wisdom nor justice 
in the suggestion that the subject of tariff revision 
shall be opened before this law has had a fair 
trial. In its general scope and effect I think it 
will justify the support of those who believe 
American legislation should conserve American 
trade and the wages of workingmen. 

He does not believe that the law will have 
the prohibitory effect on imports imputed to 
it because the imports at New York during the 
first three weeks of November were larger by 
8 per cent than for the corresponding period 
of last year. He does not think thatthe law 
will'tend to limit exports, but will be a benefit 
to the foreign trade of the country. It is the 
belief of the ,President that the recent ad- 
vance in prices of many articles was not due 
to the tariff, but was caused by the en- 
largement of the currency by the Silver bill. 
But the impression that important changes 
might be made in the tariff as once would 
bring about serious depressing influences. 

The President clearly thinks little of the 
hostile European criticisms of the McKinley 
bill. If foreign countries believe, as they pro- 
fess to, that the adoption of a free-trade pol- 
icy by the United States would make it a com- 
petitor with them in the ‘commerce of the 
world it is difficult. to see why they should 
make such an outcry as they do when the 
United States sticks to a protective policy 
which they say 1s to their advantage. 


THE PRESIDENT ON RECIPROCITY. 

The subject of Latin-American reciprocity 
is treated at some length by the President. 
He begins by the statement that since he took 
his seat he has sought to.develop larger mar- 
kets for American products, especially those 
of the farm. He believes that in many of the 
products of wood and iron and in meats and 
breadstuffs this country has advantages which 
need only better facilities of intercourse ind 
transportation to secure for them large for- 
eign markets. Therefore he fayors the reci- 
procity clause of the Tariff act and believes it 
will be the means of doing great good. The 
state of the revenués, he says, is such that du- 
ties on tea, hides, and sugars are not needed, 
and the free-listing of those articles being of 
great advantage to the countries producing 
and exporting them justifies the belief that 
they will make concessions in return. The 
“‘ favored nation clause, says the President, 
will not interfere with the proposed reci- 
procity. 

Two methods of dealing with this . 
have been suggested. One is that of the reci- 
procity clause in the Tariff law—to take off the 
duties first and reimpose them as to nations 
that do not reciprocate. The other is to leave 
the duties on, and take them off as foreign na- 
tions fall into line. The President favors the 
first of these, because it expresses the consent 
of Congress to reciprocal arrangements in ad- 
vance, and does not make it necessary to wait 
till treaties have been ratified and laws passed, 
which takes often a great deal of time. The 
people, too, will have the benefit of free sugar 
at once. It is stated that the indications are 
hopeful of early action by the countries 
whence the large imports of coffeé and sugar 
come, and it is thought that if steam conimu- 
nication can. be improved and enlarged, next 
year will show a gratifying increase in exports 
of meats, breadstuffs, and some lines of man- 
ufactured goods. 9 

This remark about steam communication 
leads up to the recommendation that provision 
be made at once to encourage the establish- 
ment of steamboat lines between the United 
States and the ports of such nations as may 
meet its overtures for enlarged commercial 
exchanges. If this is not done the President 
fears the benefits of the reciprocity clause will 
be diminished greatly. 


THE OMNISCIEN T CONGRESSMEN. 

Owing to ability, popularity, or sharp man- 
agement a man gets a Congressional nomina- 
taon and is elected. Prior to the time of tak- 
ing his seat he does not pretend to be an 
authority about any business except the one 
in which he is engaged, and the people do not 
look on him as one. If he is a lawyer, as is 
generally the case, merchants and manufact- 
urers do not consult him as to the manage- 
ment of their business.

The people are so satisfied that the law is 
neither wise nor just that they have elected a 
House of Representatives which has 150 ma- 
jority in favor of repealing it. When the next 
Congress meets nothing but an uncertain Sen- 
ate and the veto of the President stands be- 
tween the new law and its repeal. If not re- 
pealed by the next Congress the one which 
follows will wipe it from the statute books. 
These being the facts, it is useless to talk of 
giving the tariff law a further trial.“ No- 
body can secure one for it. The people have 
said it must go. Almost everybody believes it 
can live but a few years at the most. There- 
fore no capitalist will take advantage of its 
provisions. No manufacturer will go into 
business under it, for he knows that he will 
have its protection for a short time only. 
“The stars in their courses” are fighting 
against this law, and man cannot save it. The 
‘only result of not repealing it at this session 
is to make the people pay more for certain 
necessaries of life for a short time. No mills 
will be started. The wages of no workman 
will be increased, Additional labor will be 
provided for no one. 

Therefore is not it both wise and just to do 
what the people say must be done, and repeal 
the bad parts of the law at once? Is it politic 
to tell the people of this country that they 
cannot have their own way because they stand 
in need of instruction from Congress? 


Mr. PARNELL’s speech at the meeting of the 
Irish parliamentary party mm London yester. 
day is pitiable. It is the plea of a factionist. 
It is even more ignoble than his untruthful 
manifesto.
